DUDLEY Library is to get a 
£200,000 makeover. 

Work is about to start on 
the library in St James Road 
to make it brighter and more 
welcoming for the 5,000 vis¬ 
itors it attracts each week. 

Over the coming months, 
the library will be decorated 
and re-organised to make it 
easier for people to find 
books, CDs and other items. 

Most of the existing shelv¬ 
ing and carpet, which has 
been in place for more than 
40 years, will be replaced. 

Visitors are being warned 
there will be some disrup¬ 
tion to services during the 
work. 

The total for the improve¬ 
ment work will be £208,000, 
and the plans have been 
drawn up following feedback 
from library users. 

A consultation high¬ 
lighted problems with the 
library’s appearance and 
also difficulties in finding 
some books. 

Bosses say the general 
feedback suggested people 
wanted a light and attractive 
library with plenty of study 
seating with tables and 
casual, relaxed seating. 

They want areas which 
are quieter as well as those 
where regular and special 
events take place. 

A Health Exchange ser¬ 
vice will also be set up at the 
library in partnership with 
NHS Health Exchange 
trainers, to offer advice to 
visitors on health issues. 

Bosses still 
confident 

COUNCIL chiefs say the lat¬ 
est delay to a long-awaited 
£5 million glass museum in 
the Black Country is not a 
setback to the project. 

The start of work on the 
old Stuart Crystal site in 
Stourbridge will not start 
until next year. 

Funding has not yet been 
confirmed. Developers are 
applying for a £2 million 
European grant for the 
attraction, which will house 
the region’s collections. 

But they must find the 
remainder of the cash.

Former Peso 
is cleared of 
sex charges 

A FORMER Peso has been cleared of sexual 
assault - and says she now wants to get back 
to an ordinary life. 

Sylvia Cooper was accused of inappropri¬ 
ately touching colleagues while on duty. The 
45-year-old, of Stourbridge, sobbed with 
relief in the dock at Warwick Crown Court 
after being cleared of all eight charges of 
sexual assault. 

She had told the jury she had been 
“shocked and horrified” when in December 
2010 she learned of the allegations made 
against her by five colleague - two female 
Pesos, two police constables and a male 
Peso. 

On the second day of her trial last week, 
Cooper was cleared of one charge alleging 
she touched a female colleague in an inap¬ 
propriate manner, after the woman said she 
could not remember if contact was made. 

After deliberating for seven hours and 41 
minutes over two days, the jury found her 
not guilty of the remaining eight chargess. 

Cooper, of Sherbourne Road, put her 
hands together as she mouthed “thankyou” 
to the jury through the glass screen of the 
dock, then slumped with her head in her 
hands and began sobbing with relief. 

In a statement after the trial, Cooper said: 
“The last two years have been a nightmare. ”

Chief executive of the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust Paula Clark said: 
“We can confirm that the Trust is increas¬ 
ing the staff car parking tariff from 1st 
July, but at the same time is offering staff 
an opportunity to save money on their car 
par lung under a salary sacrifice scheme. 

“The scheme will see an increase in the 
staff car park tariff to a maximum of 
£19.50 per month, but a reduction in the 
actual amount paid by staff via savings 
against tax and national insurance. 

Maximum 

“Under the scheme the actual maximum 
monthly payment would be approximately 
£12.27- which is less than staff are paying 
presently. 

“With the financial restrictions placed 
on the Trust we have to look at opportuni¬ 
ties to increase our income. 

“It has been decided that one way that 
this can be done is by an increase in park¬ 
ing charges for staff. 

“In order to reduce any impact on staff 
we have put together a salary sacrifice 
scheme that will reduce the amount paid 
by staff in real terms.” 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust, which runs Sandwell, City 
and Rowley Regis hospitals increased fees 
for its 7,000 workers’ passes by 10 per cent 
from May 1. 

The Royal Wolverhampton Hospitals 
NHS Trust does not charge staff to park at 
its sites.

AT LEAST 11 cats have died 
in agony after a spate of 
mystery poisonings.

sick, followed by Tuna, 
another tabby tom, and his 
brother, Tizer. 

“All had renal failure and 
the vets said it was a sign 
they had been poisoned. 

“We’re heartbroken and 
don’t know how this has 
happened.”

Olympic torch to blaze a 
trail across the borough 


DUDLEY: JUNE 30, ARRIVAL TIME - 4.20pm 



The Olympic flame will be travelling on a narrowboat through the borough 


WHETHER travelling by land, water 
or rail, the Olympic Torch is sure of 
a hostin’ Black Country welcome on 
its arrival in Dudley. 

Visitors will be able to see the torchbearers 
from several vantage points including parks 
and attractions as they pound through the 
streets on June 30. 

In homage to the town’s proud industrial 
heritage, the flame will travel at a sedate pace 
on a narrowboat from the Dudley Canal Trust, 
off Birmingham New Road through to the 
Black Country Living Museum, where it will 
make part of its journey on a tram. 

Organisers hope to create 
a carnival atmosphere in 
Dudley when the flame 
comes to town and are busy 
planning activities. 

Torchbearers, young and 
old, and from all walks of life, 
have won the opportunity to 
carry the Olympic flame 
through Dudley on the day. 
Many were nominated for 
their work in the community 
or for charity. 

The torchbearers include people from 
around the region as well as residents from 
Dudley itself. 

The first glimpse people will get of the torch 
will be when it arrives at the north of the 
borough in Coseley at around 4.20pm on June 
30. 

Torchbearers will have already taken the 
flame through Wolverhampton before jogging 
down Birmingham New Road to cross the 
border into Dudley. 

Handover 

The official handover will take place on 
Birmingham New Road at its junction with 
Shaw Road before it heads into Dudley 
borough. Pupils and staff from The Coseley 
School and Specialist Sports College are 
expected to gather to cheer the torch on its way 
along the main dual carriageway flanked by 
well-wishers on every side. 

As the torchbearers continue down Birming¬ 
ham New Road they will pass Coseley’s Silver 
Jubilee Park. 

Sporting events will take place in the park at 
its very own outdoor gym, known as the 
healthy hub. The hub has a range of equipment 
for people to use to keep fit throughout the year 
free of charge. 

The torch will then continue down Birming¬ 
ham New Road, past the former Bean Indus¬ 


tries site on the left hand side of the road. The route 
then sweeps down past the North Priory estate and 
on towards the entrance to the Dudley Canal Trust. 

Around 80,000 people visit the attraction every 
year with regular guided boat trips through the 
tunnels. 

The venue is the first focal point for the relay 
through Dudley as the flame takes a unique journey 
on a narrowboat through the tunnels, lighting the 
dim, watery passageways, many of which date back 
to the 18th century. 

Expert canal navigators will then guide the nar¬ 
rowboat to moor at the trust’s link with the Black 
Country Living Museum. This marks the second 
focal point for the Dudley relay aiming to reflect the 
rich industrial past the town is renowned for. 

The spectacle will be written into history books 
watched by 1,000 lucky people who have won free 
tickets from a special draw held by the museum. 

Visitors are invited to enter into the spirit of the 
day and dress in early 1900s costume. 

They will look on as torchbearers continue 
through the museum taking in sights such as the 


Bottle and Glass Inn and the 1930s Hobbs and Sons 
fish and chip shop. The flame will then hop on board 
a traditional tram for the final part of its journey 
through the museum. 

Museum director Andrew Lovett said: “I feel so 
proud to welcome the Olympic Torch to Black 
Country Living Museum - on behalf of the Black 
Country. “It is a real honour for the region and is 
one for the history books. It’s a chapter in our lives 
we will recount to our children and our children’s 
children.” 

Farewell 

Visitors to the museum will then bid a fond 
farewell to the flame as the route exits out on to the 
Tipton Road. 

People will line the street as the torch passes the 
site for the new £6 million Dudley Archives and up 
towards the Castlegate island at the foot of Castle 
Hill. It will then round the corner in the shadow of 
Dudley Castle and down Birmingham Road past 
the Castlegate retail park towards Burnt Tree. 

And that is where the flame will leave Dudley.

Cancer 
mother 
taunted 
by yobs 

A MOTHER battling cancer 
was reduced to tears by a 
gang of teenage yobs who 
mocked her bald head when 
she went out for the first 
time after undergoing 
chemotherapy. 

Kim Palmer-Young had 
gone to the Tesco Express, in 
Kidderminster, when four 
teenagers pointed at and 
taunted her. 

The 51-year-old nursery- 
nurse was diagnosed with 
Hodgkins Lymphoma in her 
neck late last year and has 
endured three gruelling 
chemotherapy sessions. 

Her diagnosis was a 
double-blow to her four chil¬ 
dren who lost their father 
Mick to a brain haemor¬ 
rhage in 2008, aged 49. 

Mrs Palmer-Young had 
plucked up the courage to 
step out for the first time 
after undergoing the treat¬ 
ment when she was taunted 
by the gang. 

She said the experience 
had been “confidence wreck¬ 
ing” and had set back her 
fight against the cancer. 

After the taunts she fled 
from the store in tears and 
has been too distraught to 
leave the house since. 

Mrs Palmer-Young said: 
“It made me feel awful when 
I heard their comments.”

Sacked teacher downloaded 
98.000 child porn images

A TEACHER sacked from a Dudley school has admitted 
having almost 100,000 indecent images of children on 
his computer. Matthew Bullas, who worked at Castle 
High School, pleaded guilty to all nine charges of pos¬ 
sessing pictures and videos of children, downloaded 
from the internet. 

The 32-year-old appeared at Dudley Magistrates Court last week, 
where District Judge Michael Wheeler sent him to be sentenced at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on June 6. West Midlands Police said 
Bullas was arrested at his Halesowen home on November 16 and com¬ 
puter equipment seized following informa¬ 
tion passed to the regional Child Online 
Safeguarding Team. 

They also said the images were on his 
home computer and did not feature any 
child who currently attends the school or 
has attended the school in the past. 

Bullas, who gave his address as Hamilton 
Drive, Wordsley, when he appeared at court, 
was allowed bail on conditions, including 
that he does not have unsupervised contact 
with children under 18 and that he does not 
access the internet except if the connection 
is filtered against receiving indecent mate¬ 
rial. 

Explicit 

The first charge he admitted is possessing 
98,266 indecent photographs of children at 
Level 1, meaning the least explicit. 

The other charges range from Levels 1 to 
5, the most explicit category. He had five 
moving images of children in the most 
serious category, Level 5. 

Mr David Truelove, prosecuting, told the 
District Judge that police executed a search 
warrant at Bullas’s home and seized a com¬ 
puter and memory sticks, containing the 
indecent images detailed in the charges. 

“He explained to officers what happened 
and why he did what he did,” added Mr 
Truelove. He accepted the findings and he 
knew it was wrong to look at these images 
and to record them in a memory stick.” 

Castle High School revealed last week he 
had now been dismissed following an inter¬ 
nal investigation. 


Dead horse 
found tied 
and dumped 

A YOUNG horse was found “dumped like 
rubbish” with its feet tied together in the 
gateway to a field on the edge of the Black 
Country. 

It is feared the horse may have first been 
drowned before being dumped. 

The RSPCA was called to the grim discov¬ 
ery, in Western Road, Hagley, near Stour¬ 
bridge. 

The mainly black pony, which had a white 
tuft along its back and a tiny amount of 
white in its tail, was described by the 
RSPCA as being very thin and generally in 
a poor condition. 

The RSPCA is now appealing for infor¬ 
mation or details about the identity of the 
pony’s owner. 

“The pony may have been drowned - or 
because it was in a poor condition it could 
have collapsed and fallen into water and 
been submerged,” said RSPCA inspector 
Adrian Langley. 

“It was very distressing to see a horse in 
that condition. It was very muddy, wet and 
with its feet tied together. It’s possible that 
someone tried to drag it out of water by 
tying the feet together.”

The horse was found just off the A491M5 
feeder road.

HALESOWEN College’s funding 
has been slashed by around £1 
million and Kidderminster 
College’s by £440,000, but jobs 
are unlikely to be axed as a result. 

Meanwhile, Stafford College does face job 
losses after its Government funding was cut 
by £2.5 million but Stourbridge College has 
won an extra £900,000 after a student 
recruitment 

The mixed picture continues at Dudley 
College, where principal Lowell Williams 
says funding is “broadly the same” as last 
year. 

Keith Bate, principal of Halesowen 
College, said: “We’ve had a reduction of 
funding in the region of £1 million for next 
year but we had planned for that. 

“We delivered an operating surplus last 
year of £2.6 million so this is manageable.” 

Andy Dobson, principal at Kidderminster 
College, said: “We have a cut of £440,000 in 
funding for the coming year but that is not 
as significant as at some colleges and we will 
manage our finances. 

“We don’t anticipate any redundancies, 
although money will be tight and we may 
choose not to sub-contract certain items and 
there may be a reduction in part-time staff 
we take on.” Mr Dobson said the college 
made 12 voluntarily redundant last year. 

Stourbridge College spokesman Mags 
Winthrop said: “Our funding is tied up with 
target levels. We did really well last year and 
recruited 130 more full-time students aged 
16 to 18 than the year previously, which 
means our funding from September 
increases in this area by about £900,000.

Killer punch baiter fails 
in appeal over sentence 


A BARBER who killed a father 
with a single punch as his fiancee 
and young daughter looked on 
outside a Dudley off-licence has 
lost an appeal against his sen¬ 
tence. 

Marcus Hutton suffered a blow to the 
head when he was hit by Delroy Hines in a 
fracas in Priory Road on July 9. Mr Hutton, 
of Priory Road, died in hospital after being 
placed on a life support machine. 

Father-of-four Hines, aged 36, pleaded 
guilty at Wolverhampton Crown Court to 
the manslaughter of 30-year-old Mr Hutton. 

He was jailed for five years by Judge John 
Warner at Wolverhampton Crown Court in 
December. 

Hines of Upper Gornal and who had an 
“appalling” criminal record of “using vio¬ 
lence to solve a problem” - had left the scene 
then returned a few minutes later to pick up 
his hat before leaving again, the Court of 
Appeal in London heard. 

Mr Hutton was walking to his home in 
Dudley with his partner and nine-year-old 
daughter - and took exception to Hines 
looking at his partner’s bottom, judges were 
told. Lawyers representing Hines, of Upper 
Gornal, last week unsuccessfully attempted 
to persuade three appeal judges the sen¬ 
tence was too long. 

Judge Goldstone accepted Hines had 
shown “genuine remorse” but added: “He 
has, simply but unfortunately, an unhappy 
tendency to use violence as a way of solving 
a problem.”

A CONSTRUCTION firm has been 
given the go-ahead to move its 
base to Stourbridge despite 
objections from neighbours. 

Kendrick Construction Group will relo¬ 
cate from Walsall to new headquarters in 
Hagley Road. 

The move to the former Westhill Clinic 
site was welcomed last week by Dudley 
Council planning chiefs who approved the 
application. Householders had objected - 
fearing the development would create noise 
and disturbance and claiming it is too close 
to existing properties in the area. 

But development control committee 
chairman Councillor Colin Wilson said: “In 
my opinion this is a high quality design that 
fits in well with the surroundings. 

“If this is anything to go by, I welcome 
Kendrick to Stourbridge - it is the town’s 
gain and Walsall’s loss.” 

Resident Nigel Joyce, speaking on behalf 
of 12 objectors, called the plans “unaccept¬ 
able” and told the meeting: “This develop¬ 
ment pays little regard to adjacent 
residents. There could be noise and early 
morning starts in what is a quiet residential 
area.” 

He added people in Westhill Court were 
concerned their properties would be over¬ 
looked. 

Bosses from the firm said around 38 staff 
would be transferred to the site full-time 
overseeing other employees. 

The company, which dates back to 1880, 
employs around 100 people.

FEARS are growing that a new supermarket development will lead to 
traffic misery on roads around Stourport. Traders say the new traffic 
lights at the junction of Mitton Street and Severn Road have already 
caused major tailbacks. 

They are worried the situation will only get worse when more vehicles use the route as 
people visit the supermarket when it opens next year. The 45,000sq ft supermarket is 
been taking place on road improvements outside 
the site since last August and is due to be 
completed soon. A separate scheme for 150 
homes on the site has also been approved. 

The new traffic lights were switched on 
recently and immediately queues of traffic 
began to form according to traders. 

Dawn Griffiths, of David J Price and 
Associates on Mitton Street, said: “This is 
having a real knock-on effect. If it is this bad 
now you wonder how bad it will get as time 
goes on and the new supermarket opens. 

Heavy 

“The problems started straight after they 
turned the lights on.” 

Davina Smith, who runs Serendipity Hair 
and Beauty, said the traffic was very heavy. 

“We have been fortunate so far that it has 
not affected our business but the traffic is 
very busy outside the shop,” she said. 

“Obviously this will only get worse when 
the Tesco development opens. It is possible 
it will bring in more trade to this part of 
Stourport in the long run. We just don’t 
know. However the heavy traffic outside is a 
nuisance.” 

The supermarket will create around 200 
full and part-time jobs. Tesco spokesman 
Jonathan Simpson said the problems last 
week had been caused by lane closures due 
to the roadworks. “The lights are now 
working fully and traffic should run more 
smoothly,” he said. “The road improve¬ 
ments to Stourport will benefit the town.

Reunion to mark 100th 
Baggeridge anniversary 


MEMORIES of a former colliery 
that employed thousands of men 
from the Black Country and 
Staffordshire will be recalled to 
mark its 100th birthday. 

A cafe owner at a beauty spot on the land 
where the Baggeridge pit used to stand is 
inviting former miners to a reunion to mark 
the centenary of their old colliery swinging 
into full-time production. 

The mine, near Sedgley, opened in 1912 
and closed down 56 years later in 1968. It 
was later turned into the Baggeridge 
Country Park attraction. 

Now David Daly, who owns the Bag¬ 
geridge Tea Shop, is organising a special 
event on May 26 to commemorate the old pit 
and the people who worked there. 

He is inviting ex-employees of the colliery, 
their families and tea shop regulars and is 
putting on a free buffet for them from 
midday to 2pm. 

There will also be live music played by reg¬ 
ulars at the cafe. Mr Daly is also urging 
anyone with old photographs of the mine or 
its workers to contact him about possibly 
putting them on display for the event. 

“It was 1,700ft deep - the deepest coal 
mine in the world,” said Mr Daly, aged 40, 
who has run the tea shop at Baggeridge 
Country Park with his wife, Julie, for the 
last 14 years. 

“The colliery employed 3,000 men, even 
employing 14-year-old boys, who were paid 
the equivalent of just 62.5p a week.

Pioneer North was star 
in the world of aviation 


JOHN Dudley North was one 
of the great pioneers of 
British aviation. 

Not so well known as those who gave 
their names to famous aircraft compa¬ 
nies like Geoffrey De Havilland, Fred¬ 
erick Handley Page and Richard 
Fairey, nevertheless he wielded as 
much influence over one particular 
company as any of them, the local air¬ 
craft builder, Boulton Paul Aircraft. 

North began an apprenticeship in 
marine engineering, but in 1911 joined 
the infant aircraft maker, The Aero¬ 
nautical Syndicate at Hendon. 

When that folded he moved next 
door to Grahame White Aviation, and 
soon became chief engineer. One of the 
aircraft he designed there was the first 
British aircraft to loop the loop, and his 
Type 10 Charabanc set a World Record 
in 1913, by lifting 10 people aloft on the 
power of its 120 hp engine. 

In 1915, aged just 22, he came to the 
Midlands, helping set up aircraft pro¬ 
duction lines at Austin Motors and 
starting up its design office. 

Like Austins, Boulton & Paul, a 
Norwich joinery company, was brought 
into aircraft manufacturing with Gov-

ernment orders. It soon decided to 
start their own design office, and 
recruited North as chief engineer. 

For more than 50 years he was to be 
its dominate influence, retiring as 
chairman. He pioneered the use of 
metal in aircraft structures, which led 
to Boulton & Paul being trusted with 
the design and construction of the 
largest aircraft ever made in this 
country, the R.101 Airship. 

As aircraft speeds increased he led 
the way in producing fully enclosed 
power operated gun turrets for his 
Overstrand bomber. 

He bought the rights to a French 
electro-hydraulic turret which would 
arm the famous Defiant fighter and 
form the basis for the aviation work on 
which the company thrives to this day. 

In 1934 the aircraft department of 
Boulton & Paul was sold off, and 
became Boulton Paul Aircraft Ltd. A 
factory was built on a green-field site at 


Pendeford, and 600 Norfolk workers 
moved to Wolverhampton. 

It built nearly 2,000 aircraft at Pen¬ 
deford, and more than 20,000 Boulton 
Paul gun turrets armed Allied aircraft 
during the Second World War. 

The electro-hydraulic technology of 
the turrets was applied to the design of 
power control units which were 
increasingly used in jet aircraft, and 
the company was at the forefront in 
designing electronic fly-by-wire con¬ 
trols, as used in Concorde and modern 
combat aircraft and airliners. 

He oversaw the merger of ‘his’ 
company with that of his great friend 
George Dowty. The firm which, after a 
series of take-overs, became Moog 
Aerospace. 

North was a self taught man with a 
brilliant mind, who absorbed scientific 
knowledge and was able to apply it to 
practical engineering solutions. 

He loved cricket and alpines and cul¬ 
tivated a fine alpine garden at his 
Bridgnorth home. 

North died in 1968; he been awarded 
a CBE, but it is difficult to understand 
why he never received the knighthood 
he deserved, for honing the cutting 
edge of British aviation for 55 years.

WOLVERHAMPTON 
singer and songwriter 
Dan Whitehouse has 
collected enough of 
his own material, ably 
abetted by Michael 
and Steve Clarke, to 
release his first, and 
eponymously titled, 
full album which is out 
on May 23. 

Dan has served his time on 
the local music scene and 
played many major festivals, 
and his album is currently 
getting airplay on Radio 6. 

On the album you can hear 
Dan flexing his vocal range 
with tracks which certainly 
brings to mind artists such 
as Bob Dylan, David Bowie, 
Leonard Cohen, Donovan 
and Peter Gabriel.

Perhaps the tracks which 
gives you Dan at his stripped 
down best is Hold on to What 
We Have in which the music 
has more than a tinge of Pink 
Floyd to it. 

The album comes with 
ambitious renderings such 
as the thumping rhythm of 
Fire of Lust and In My 
Stupid Face. Dan uses sound 
effects very well which is 


reminiscent of Roxy Music’s 
early experimentations. 

All in all this is a very 
thoughtful and reflective 
first offering which Dan 
should be proud of and is well 
worth a listen.

SHEFFIELD’S mellow 
voiced Richard Hawley, 
formerly of Pulp, turns the 
amps up to 11 on his new 
album Standing at the 
Sky’s Edge.

continue to defy genres with 
their Crown and Treaty 
album. If you imagine a folky 
version of Elbow, then 
you’re on the right track. 

Fans of such jazz-inflected 
soul singers of the 70s as Bill 
Withers and Labi Siffre 
should check out young Lon¬ 
doner Michael Kiwanuka. 
His debut Home Again 
isn’t highly original but 
those who like classic soul 
will embrace it. 

Norah Jones’ breathy 
vocal charm gains more 
gravitas and variety on 
Little Broken Hearts and 
ace producer Danger Mouse 
has given the whole affair an 
elegant sheen. 

Brooklyn’s Santi White, 
AKA Santigold, on her 
second album Master of 
My Make-Believe delivers 
a potent and inventive blend 
of rock, reggae, dubstep, 
drum ‘n’ bass with a keen 
pop sense. Disparate Youth 
is the stand out track and 
Karen O guests on Go! 

Yorkshire soprano Lesley 
Garrett sings traditional 
British favourites, from The

Cat tooBng set to stay ahead of the field 


EXECUTIVE express is a phrase 
often used to describe a fast, 
luxury saloon used to waft busi¬ 
nessmen, celebrities and royalty 
from meeting to meeting. 

Jaguar has always been there with the 
top of the range German marques, but its 
latest version of the multi-award winning 
XJ saloon is out to beat the best in this 
exclusive class. 

The ultimate XJ has a top speed of 
174mph and a 0 to 60mph sprint time of a 
fraction over four and a half seconds. And it 
does it in style without any sacrifice in 
terms of comfort or luxury for its inevitably 
well-heeled owners. 

The fastest Jaguar saloon in history 
comes in at a cool £94,000, but for that you 
get a car which is distinctively styled, 
standing apart from its stablemates, and 
can match or better the likes of the BMW 
740, the Mercedes-Benz S-Class and the 
Bentley Continental. All, by the way, which 
have an extra four cylinders and greater 
cubic capacity than the Midlands-built 
machine - and they use more fuel, too. 



The Jag’s power plant is the same 5.0- 
litre V8 with 510bhp as the company’s 
quickest two-seater, the XKR-S, thanks to 
the extra boost of a supercharger. 

Jaguar’s secret is the XJ’s lightweight 
aluminium construction, which is not only 
the key to its rapid acceleration but also its 
sports car-like agility and braking (plus 
saving you a bit in tyre wear, too). 

Nervous 

In conditions wet enough to make me 
nervous on the motorway trip to Jaguar’s 
Warwickshire test track, the XJ performed 
superbly - reaching 168mph on the straight 
and braking so rapidly I almost slide 
forward under the seat belt. 

I was in the executive armchairs in the 
rear, with a professional test driver in 
front. From this perspective the car is very 
little different in terms of quiet, comfort¬ 
able progress until the driver pressed the 
“sport” button (sharpening up throttle 
response and reconfiguring the six-speed 


automatic) gearbox, and the “dynamic” 
button which stiffens up the suspension. 

The push-you-back-in-the-seat accelera¬ 
tion is impressive, and even after the 
60mph mark comes up in 4.7 seconds there 
is little let up, the digits continuing to climb 
rapidly until well past 140mph. 

Access to the test track’s straight comes 
via a 180-degree right hander, taken at 
about 70mph. While I could do little to 
prevent the building g-forces from pushing 
my upper body to one side, the car clung to 
its line as if it was on rails, with no hint of 
under or oversteer. 

It was equally stable under what equated 
to emergency braking at the end of the 
straight. 

The ultimate XJ varies 
little from the standard 
luxury saloon, but 
visible differences 
include a small “lip” 
spoiler at the rear, an 
aerodynamic splitter 
at the front and new, 

20-in alloys wheels. 

Behind them are the 


larger brake discs, with exclusive red cal¬ 
lipers. 

This is the “sport” pack available as an 
option on other XJ models. Only the super¬
